Most of the attention in FIM 
International road racing this 
season has centered around two 
topics. Who will win the 500cc 
title in the duel between Freddie 
Spencer and Eddie Lawson and will 
Spencer become the first to ever win 
both the 250 and 500cc titles the same 
season? 

One record that Freddie cannot 
equal or top this year is the number 
of 500cc Grand Prix wins by Kenny 
Roberts. Kenny has a total of 23 500cc 
wins over a six-season span with his 
best single season being in 1983 when 
he won six and still lost the title to 
Spencer. 

Fast Freddie is running well ahead 
of Kenny in the time span column 
and by the end of July had recorded 
18 500cc victories in three seasons of 
racing “Over There." 

Should Freddie win the final three 
this year he would still be two shy of 
Roberts' mark. He has won previous 
500cc GPs at two of the three remain- 
ing courses but has yet to win his first 
British GP which is the first of the 
final three. 








Somewhat overlooked is the assault 
on the 250cc record books that the 
Daytona triple winner is turning in 
this season. As of the end of July he 
had won seven of eight and placed 
second in the one he did not win! At 
present he has a win streak of six-in- 
a-row and could end the season as not 
only the 250cc World Champion but 
equaling the single-season win record 
of 10, which is jointly held by the late 
Mike Hailwood (1966) and the former 
two-time 250cc champ Tony Mang 
(1981). Hailwood last won for Honda 
back in 1967; five different brands 
have won the title since that time — 
but never Honda. 

'The records do not show it, but 
Spencer is also perhaps the first rider 
to ever enter and win the 250cc title 
the first year a rider has entered the 
class. 

For the past several years the Amer- 
icans have also not only won the title 
in the 500cc class but have swept the 
top positions. It remains now for 
popular Laguna Seca winner Randy 
Mamola to make a fast finish and 
take third place in the final stand- 
ings. He was second in 1984. Spencer 
will turn 25-years of age after the sea- 
son is over. In a single year he has 
won Superbike, Formula One, 250cc 
GP and 500cc GP events around the 
world. 

No other rider has ever come close 
to winning four different types of 
road race events in the same season in 
addition to meeting and beating all 
of the best in each of the four types on 
a worldwide basis. 

Before he is finished there may be 
only one record that will escape 
Spencer. Back in the late '60s and 
early '70s there were more 500cc GPs 
than there are now and the single- 
season win record of 11 is held by 
Giacomo Agostini. Currently the FIM 
sanctions an even dozen GPs over a 
scason. 

Is it possible that Freddie Spencer 
could someday win them all? With 
Freddie staying fast, anything is pos- 
sible as he has proven time and time 
again. 

Spencer, Lawson and Mamola have 
again won every major event in far 
away places this year with one excep- 
tion and it took an act of God (rain) 
to beat them — and that's according 
to the eventual winner, Christian 
Sarron. Congratulations to all three 
Americans and to the gracious 
Frenchman, who had God on his side 
against the Yankees on one occasion.

Young men with bullets in 
the eyes are racing these marvellous 
toys and giving high moments of joy 
to us onlookers. Laguna Seca is a fine 
place to celebrate a century of speed.

Elitism in print 


The latest pronouncement to 
come out of Westlake Village, 
home of Cycle magazine, is 
that the motorcycle manufac- 
turers lie in their statements of horse- 
power. Cycle magazine has always 
been one to declare How It Should 
Be, specializing in issuing Declara- 
tions of Supreme Truth, and they've 
done it again. 

Their recent print concerning man- 
ufacturers’ claimed horsepower 
versus the horsepower they get on the 
Kerker chassis dyno is not fair. No 
two dynos read the same; there’s no 
government agency that certifies dy- 
nos; there’s no international dyno 
standard; and last I heard God had 
not declared the Kerker dyno The 
Supreme Horsepower Measure. The 
Kerker dyno measures horsepower 
delivered to the rear wheel; the fig- 
ures obtained by a bike on the Kerker 
dyno are valid only for comparison 
with figures obtained by other bikes 
on the Kerker dyno. The manufac- 
turers use engine dynos, not chassis 
dynos, calculate horsepower back to 
the crankshaft (before it is diluted by 
frictional driveline losses), and meas- 
ure in ps horsepower, not brake horse- 
power (ps x 0.9863 equals bhp). The 
figures the manufacturers obtain are 
used on statements of origin required 
to import vehicles into the U.S., as 
well as in advertising copy. 

Encouraging the idea that Ya- 
maha, for example, lies by claiming 
that the V-Max makes 145 horse- 
power when Cycle says it makes 118 
horsepower is like Cycle magazine 
declaring that the One True Measur- 
ing System is Whitworth and that the 
metric system is therefore based on 
lies. 

Cycle magazine has no exclusive 
on truth, and this time they're not 
even close. e

Against AMA/BLM 
cooperation 


In a letter dated June 6 Rick 
Hammel, AMA District 37's BLM 
Coordinator and Legislative Officer 
submitted a “Report of the Legal 
Defense Task Force" to the District. 

In his report, Hammel reviews cur- 
rent BLM regulations which include 
current Green Stickies and function- 
ing spark arrestors (even at desert 
races). It seems that the BLM is broke 
and needs more of our tax dollars 
from the sale of Green Stickies “to do 
many of the functions that pertain to 
ORV activity.” 

Hammel recommends that we show 





our approval of a proposed new regu- 
lation requiring a statement on all 
entry forms that entrants have cur- 
rent Green Stickies and a spark arres- 
tor . . . and that the sponsoring club 
check all finishers for compliance 
and disqualify violators and/or cause 
them to be cited. 

In other words, the BLM has issued 
so many regulations that they can’t 
enforce them all. They want you and 
I to be their enforcers. And Rick 
Hammel is encouraging us to obe- 
diently cooperate! 

It is my opinion that Mr. Hammel 
has lost touch with the ‘common 
folk' and is eagerly embracing Big 
Brother's directives in order to avoid 
controversy. This is NOT the atti- 
tude District 37 needs in their BLM 
Coordinator, for it will inevitably 
lead to total government control over 
the enjoyment of our own public 
lands. 

If government regulations seem 
unreasonable and improper, the 
solution is not to run out looking for 
fellow citizens in violation! We should 
work to change the regulation. Start 
now by letting your District 37 Presi- 
dent know your views on this vital 
issue.

For AMA/BLM Cooperation 


I received a copy of a letter written 
by Mr. Steve Hollister this afternoon 
regarding District 37's interface with 
the BLM's state law compliance pol- 
icy. I hope that this reaches you in 
time to print concurrently with Mr. 
Hollister's. Let me make the readers 
aware of the facts as they actually are. 
The BLM receives funds for ORV 
projects from the California State Off 
Highway Vehicle Fund. These funds 
are in excess of $2 million per year. 











The OHV Commission has told the 
Federal agencies that they will enforce 
all state laws pertaining to OHVs or 
lose their grants. The Vehicle Code 
clearly states that OHV registration 
and silencers must be on all OHVs. 
The maximum sound level is 86dbA 
at 50 feet or 101dbA at 20 inches (+/- 
3dbA). The spark arrestor regulation 
is in the California Resources Code. 
It states that a spark arrestor must be 
in working order on “any forest- 
covered land, brush-covered land, or 
grass-covered land." These are the 
laws. They have been in place for 
many years. The state is now requir- 
ing they be enforced. 

The BLM came to D-37's Legal 
Defense Committee in May and told 
us that the laws are going to be 
enforced. They stated that we could 
do this voluntarily or they would 
have to use the law enforcement 
rangers to ensure compliance. We, as 
a committee, chose to comply. Our 
Board of Directors concurred. 

The reasons for our choice are as 
follows: 

1. If the rangers cite, they will cite 
for all violations. Failure to have 
green stickie, silencer under 105dbA, 
and no spark arrestor could cost as 
high as $300. We did not wish to put 
our riders under that kind of jeo- 
pardy. We feel that the $90 for a 
silencer spark arrestor plus the $15 
for registration is more than we should 
have to spend. 

2. If we do not comply the BLM has 
the option of stopping an event. 
They can cancel permits. They can 
make life pure hell for us. We dis- 
cussed court action. We conferred 
with our law firm and the answer was 
to comply. 

Riders like Mr. Hollister must real- 
ize that we no longer can do as we 
wish in the desert or the forest. Mr. 
Hollister suggests that the regula- 
tions be changed. That would take 
literally an act of the Legislature or 
Congress. The chances for this are 
less than none. What legislator are 
you going to convince to repeal laws 
on registration, excessive noise pro- 
tection or fire protection? If you find 
one, we have some wilderness issues 
we would like to discuss.

In the Ex- 
pert final, Alex Jorgensen chal- 
langed Keener until his Norton ex- 
pired with mechanical trouble; 
Keener went on to take first place, 
followed by Jay Springsteen and 
John Hately. 
















Suzuki's Tony DiStefano put to- 
gether a 2-1 score to win the 250cc 
class at the Delta Inter-AMA in Delta, 
Ohio, topping Steve Stackable with a 
3-2, and Jimmy Weinert with a 1-4 
finish. Marty Smith demolished both 
motos in the 125cc National, win- 
ning both times by a comfortable six- 
second margin. Tim Hart claimed 
second place in both motos for sec- 
ond overall, and Tommy Croft 
placed third.

Broome-Tioga sweep 
seals title for Glover

CENTER LISLE, NY, JULY 28 


Yamaha's Broc Glover came, conquered and 
left the Suzuki/Coca Cola National Moto- 
cross held on the hills of Broome-Tioga 
Sports Center with his third 500cc National 


Championship securely tucked 
away. While two rounds remain 
in the 1985 series, Glover's fifth 
and sixth consecutive moto wins 


carried him to a mathematically 
untouchable 115-point lead in the 
series point chase over defending 500cc 
National Champion David Bailey, 
who was forced to sit out the race due

to a wrist injury. Clinching the title 
has made Glover a six-time National 
Champion — he also has three 125cc 
titles to his credit. 

In the absence of Honda’s Bailey, 
who injured his left wrist at the 
Buchanan (Michigan) National, 
Kawasaki-mounted privateer Alan 
King turned in a 2-2 score to earn 
second overall on the day in the 500cc 
class, while Yamaha Support rider 
Eric Eaton placed third overall via a 
6-3 score. Eaton is ranked third in the 
point chase, 31 points behind Bailey. 

Honda's Ron Lechien won his sev- 
enth and eighth straight motos in the 
125cc division and moved one step 
closer to his first National Cham- 
pionship. Suzuki factory riders George 
Holland, Erik Kehoe and A.J. Whit- 
ing finished second, third and fourth 
overall, respectively, while Honda 
Support rider Larry Brooks placed 
fifth. Lechien has pulled out to an 
even more commanding series point 
lead — 63 points — over Kehoe. 
Lechien has 367 points to the 304 of 
Kehoe and the 286 of Holland. 

On the heels of his win at the United 
States Grand Prix at Unadilla, Hon- 
da's Johnny O'Mara put his first 
National win of the season in the 
record books by topping the series 
point leader, Kawasaki's Jeff Ward, 
in both motos. Ward takes a 28-point 
lead over defending National Cham- 
pion Rick Johnson (367 to 339) to the 
next race in Minnesota, with O'Mara 
third at 336 points. Yamaha's John- 
son finished third overall by posting 
a 3-3 score, while Honda's Bob Han- 
nah and Yamaha Support rider Danny 
Storbeck rounded out the top five 
overall. 


500cc 


In only his second race after heal- 
ing "'pretty well” from a broken left 
wrist, Alan King led the start of the 
first moto of the afternoon, while 
Savage Racing's Jo Jo Keller, Yamaha 
Support rider Tim Coombs, Broc 
Glover and Spectro-sponsored Honda 
rider Don Dunfee scrambled behind 
him. By the end of the fourth lap, 
King was five seconds clear of the 


battle over second — between Keller 
and Glover. Near the tail end of the 
pack were Yamaha Support's Mark 
Murphy and Honda Support's Mike 
Fisher, victims of a pileup just after 
the start. 

Glover carved inside and ahead of 
Keller on the fifth lap, then began to 
close on King. “I really wasn't put- 
ting out a 100% effort," said Glover, 
"and was just riding as comfortable 
as I felt I needed to. My suspension 
wasn't set up as well as it should've 
been; it was way too soft. All I wanted 
to do was win the moto.” 

Just before the start of lap six, 
Glover pulled up to the tail of King 
and motored past, but King coun- 
tered with all the right moves; the 
pair swapped the lead twice through 
lap nine, then Glover was free. “I was 
hoping to win it,” said King, “and 
after Broc passed me the last time he 
mised a shift going over a jump; it 
looked like he was going to go down 
and I would win it the easy way. He 
stayed up.” 

Keller was settled into a lone third 
by lap seven, with Yamaha Support 
rider Scott Manning running fourth 
ahead of S&S Sprockets' Todd Har- 
rell, Eric Eaton, Coombs, Dunfee, 
Kawasaki's Billy Liles and Fisher. 

While King kept the pressure on 
and Glover never got more than four 
seconds ahead, at the finish on lap 14 
it was Glover the winner by three 
seconds. Keller came in with the third 
he had held since lap five, with Man- 
ning, Harrell, Eaton, Coombs, Dun- 
fee, Fisher and David McClain fol- 
lowing him. Liles stalled on lap 10 
after his bike wouldn't run clean 
and I had to pull the clutch in and rev 
it to clean it out." He finished 16th. 

"I wasn't happy with the way I 
rode," said Glover, “so I wanted to 
get the lead in the second moto to get 
the feeling that I rode well." And 
that's what he did; as the gate dropped, 
Glover broke free from the throng 
almost immediately in a moto where 
he would clinch the championship. 
At the end of the first lap, there wasa 
four-second gap between Glover and. 
second-place Dunfee, while Keller, 








Liles, Coombs and Eaton trailed. 
King was well out of the top 10. 

After six laps, Glover began to pick 
up his pace. “They watered the track 
pretty heavily before both motos, so 
to play it safe I waited until about 
halfway to really put on a charge.” 
Over 20 seconds behind him was 
Liles, who had inherited second after 
Keller had bailed ina slippery corner 
and dropped well back. Dunfee, Eaton 
and Coombs were running together 
in a tussle over third, well clear of 
Andrews Honda-backed Dave Hand, 
Murphy and King. 

"I had a long way to go,” said 
King, “and I was steadily picking 'em 
off." By lap 11, King was at the thresh- 
old of what had become a Liles/Eaton 
dice over second, and on the final lap 
King “managed to squeeze by into 
second." Glover's charge carried him 
to a 58-second win over King, with 
Eaton third over Liles, Dunfee and 
Coombs. 


"I've read where Bailey's basically 
said I'm a lot stronger this year,” said 
Glover as he signed autograph after 
autograph for eager fans, “and I am. 
I'm also more determined. Last year 
(where he finished runner-up to Bai- 
ley in the 500cc standings) I was 
caught a little off guard. When you 
start the year, you're after the cham- 
pionship, and this makes me feel 
pretty good. Winning one on a pro- 
duction bike shows our bikes are very 
competitive, and that makes me feel 
pretty good. And of course, there are 
the lucrative monetary rewards.” 


125cc 

George Holland led the pack 
through the first uphill on the start of 
moto one, with Suzuki teammate 
Erik Kehoe, Kawasaki's Mark Bar- 
nett, Yamaha's Keith Bowen and Ron 
Lechien shuffling for positions 
behind. “I sort of backed off a bit on 
the start," said Lechien, “just like 
I've done in most of the other races 
this year. I don't want someone to try 
and take me out." 

After two complete circuits, Bar- 
nett was still closely stalking leader 
Holland, but Lechien was following 
his game plan of "starting slowly 
then picking it up." By lap four, 
Lechien was around Barnett and 
Bowen and rapidly closing on 
Holland. 

"My arms began to pump up," 
said Holland, ''and I couldn't charge 
the way I needed to. Lechien man- 

ged to get by (on lap five)." Behind 
the front pair were Barnett, Kehoe, 
Moto-X Fox-supported Rick Ryan, 
Kawasaki Team Green's Mike Jones 
nd Eddie Warren, and Scott USA's 

eith Turpin. Bowen was a full lap 
own: “The bike was running rough 
rom the start. I thought it was some- 
hing in the ignition, but I pulled off 
nd Ron (Heben) just changed the 
park plug.

“We came into the last turn 
nd there was a lapped rider right 
here," said Kehoe. “I waited a split 
econd for the rider to get out of the 

ay, and A.J. took a dive on the out- 
ide. I just took the wrong line; A.J. 
nd I were side-by-side across the fin- 
sh line." The decision for third went 














to Whiting over Kehoe, with Barnett 
fifth over Jones, Brooks, Ryan, Warren 
and Turpin. 

Kehoe and Holland were at the 
head of the pack at the drop of the 
gatein moto two, with Jones, Warren, 
Lechien, Barnett, Whiung and Brooks 
lined up behind them. After two laps, 
the stage was set for a three-way con- 
frontation at the front which would 
rage for much of the race. “I was rid- 
ing my own race for the first few 
laps," said Kehoe, “but I could feel 
Holland and Lechien right back there. 
We all had the same pace going." 

Holland lost second to Lechien on 
lap five. ‘‘Lechien just held it on 
down that long downhill," said Hol- 
land, “and got by me at the bottom.” 
'That made the order Kehoe, Lechien 
and Holland, with less than a second 
separating the trio. 

"I was in behind Erik, but I was 
fighting the bike in the corners,” said 
Lechien. “He was riding well, and 
the harder I pushed the more prob- 
lems I had. And I knew Holland was 
right on my tail — looking fora moto 
win." 

After repeatedly-thwarted attempts, 
Lechien pressed past leader Kehoe on 
lap eight, and on lap nine the lead 
trio was broken up. “I hit a rock par- 
tially buried in a rut," said Kehoe, 
"and went down. George went past, 
and I finally got my concentration 
back." Whiting was up to third by 
this time, with Warren fifth over 
Brooks, Bowen, Jones and Malcolm 
Smith's Guy Cooper. 

"I was feeling much better this 
time," said Holland, “and pushed it 
hard all the way. I think Lechien 
backed off a bit toward the end; I was 
only about two bikelengths behind 
him at the finish (on lap 14)." Behind 
winner Lechien and Holland came 
Kehoe, Whiting, Bowen and Warren. 

"I had a problem with what I 
thought was the front end in the first 
moto," said Lechien, “so we changed 
things a bit; it only made it worse. I 
just barely hung in there for the win.” 

Barnett carded a DNF after severely 
twisting his right knee which he had 
injured earlier in the season. 


250cc 

While Rick Johnson had the initial 
lead at the beginning of the first 
moto, after the first full lap the order 
read Johnny O'Mara, Jeff Ward, 
Johnson, Yamaha Support's Jim 
Holley and Danny Storbeck, and M- 
Star rider Rick Pinney. “I held it on a 
bit longer than Johnson and came 
out with the lead just after the start,” 
said O'Mara. “‘I felt I had to get an 
advantage early due to all of the rocks 
out there. I held it open for a few laps 
then settled into a comfortable pace.” 

After five laps, O'Mara had pulled 
out to a seven-second cushion, with 
Ward still third over Johnson, Stor- 
beck, Holley, Pinney, Bob Hannah 
and Yamaha rider Steve Burdette. “I 
was still hurting from the crash I 
took at Unadilla,” said Ward, “‘and I 
wasn’t able to make use of my left 
shoulder. But I didn’t give up and 
started to close in some; then I started 
missing shifts.” 

On lap nine, O’Mara’s lead had 
been trimmed to six seconds by Ward, 
with Johnson another 20 seconds 
back in third over Storbeck, Hannah, 
Holley, Burdette and Kawasaki's Goat 
Breker. “I was having mechanical 
problems,” said Johnson. “My front 
fork locked in the compressed posi- 
tion and I crashed hard, which only 
made things worse since I bailed off 
hard in practice yesterday and was 
real stiff. That was that; I just hung 
on in third.” 

At the finish, it was O’Mara the 
winner by over 30 seconds, with Ward 
second ahead of Johnson, Hannah, 
Storbeck, Holley, Breker and Burdette. 

Johnson, Ward and O’ Mara headed

the start of the second moto, with 
Ward breaking away to a clean lead 
after just a half lap. Johnson was 
bumped to second ahead of O’Mara, 
Breker, Myerscough Racing's Brian 
Myerscough, Hannah, Holley and 
Montgomeryville (Pennsylvania) 
Cycle’s Mickey Kessler. 

As the race entered lap four, Ward 
had a five-second lead over the John- 
son/O’Mara battle. “I finally man- 
aged to get by Johnson,” said O'Mara, 
"but Ward had already gotten away 
quite a bit.” 

"I was still having a problem with 
my front fork," said Johnson, “andit 
was tending to stick in the com- 
pressed position.” 

Ward maintained his five-second 
cushion over O'Mara until lap seven, 
when he began to have problems. “I 
was pulling away pretty well," said 
Ward, "'then the transmission started 
to go straight from second to fourth.” 

The order on lap 11 read Ward over 
O'Mara by a slim one second, with 
Johnson, Hannah, Myerscough, Stor- 
beck, Holley and Kessler strung out 
behind. Breker had dropped out of 
contention. "I went off the track.” 
said Breker, “then crashed and came 
out of it with a broken handlebar 
clamp. The bars twisted in the clamps, 
so I was pretty much out of it.” 

Ward's transmission problem got 
worse toward the end. “After a while, 
the transmission wouldn't shift above 
second, so I was stuck with using first 
and second.” 

On lap 13, one lap from the finish, 
O'Mara cruised past a slowing Wayd 
on a long uphill. ''I had started to 
pick my pace up,” said O' Mara, “and 
I knew Jeff was having trouble miss- 
ing gears. I just kept pressing him, 
and it paid off in the end.” 

O'Mara came in for the win over 
Ward by 20 seconds, with Johnson 
far off the pace for third over Han- 
nah, Myerscough, Storbeck, Holley

and Hannah Racing Products’ Jeff 
Hicks. 

"I've won a few motos this year,” 
said O'Mara, “but never have been 
able to pull off an overall win. I’m 
feeling really good.” 

“At one point the transmission 
jammed completely," said Ward, “and 
I kept kicking it and it finally jumped 
into second. I left it there until the 
end. But it’s not a total loss; I still 
have a 28-point lead in the series. €

Current National Champ Scott Head added 
a second American Trials Association El 
Trial De Espana win to his already-long list 
of accomplishments; his first ETDE win came 


in 1980. Second and third place 
were also taken by nationally- 
ranked riders. Kipp Webb, cur- 
rently ranked seventh in the 
nation, finished 19 points behind 
Head, while TMI (Fantic importer)- 
sponsored Dave Pyle finished third, 
nine points behind Webb. Pyle recent- 
ly moved to California from Tennes- 
see and is currently eighth in the 
nation. 

Head recently returned from two 
World Championship rounds in Eur- 
ope and had few complaints and lots 





of praise for the 16th annual event. 
“Cactus Flats (where the event was 
held) is a great area and is one reason 
I came down because it’s a lot nicer 
than past locations. 

“The morning sections were great 
and the exhibition was good if all 
you wanted was threes and fives. I'll 
be back again next year if it’s held in 
the summer." 

Regularly held in December, the El 
Trial De Espana ran in Cactus Flats 
area near Big Bear, California. This 
time of year reduces the chance that 
the event might get rained out. A typ-

ical summer rain storm Saturday wor- 
ried event organizer, Matt Pritchard, 
but Sunday was clear and warm in 
the morning with a few non-threaten- 
ing clouds in the afternoon. 

The Experts ran two loops in the 
morning, the first one having seven 
sections and the second having 19. 
Head started out with a seven-point 
loss and four cleans. Head’s only five 
of the morning was at section 19. Pyle 
was second, nine behind with Webb 
one more than Pyle. Pyle, Webb and 
Pritchard were the only other riders 
to score cleans on the first lap. 

Cleaning 14 of the 19 sections on 
the second loop, Head had a total of 
13/19 going into the afternoon exhi- 
bition. Webb moved into second with 
a 11/10 fora total of 28/11. Dropping 
to third was Pyle with a 21/11, finish- 
ing the morning with 37/12. The 
next two positions were filled by two 
of the top ATA riders. Dave Webster 
carded a 40/8 for the morning, while 
Pritchard scored 54/8. 

The exhibition consisted of five 
World Championship-level sections. 
Pritchard and Pyle, both having com- 
peted in Europe, did the setup and 
afterwards Pritchard stated “‘maybe 
we made it a little too hard." That 
was an understatement. Of the eight 
who attempted, only five riders made 
it through at least one section — no 
cleans, no ones. Head scored two 
twos, one at section one, the other at 
number four. Being on the tough 
side, there was only one loop in the 
afternoon. 

All of the sections were located ona 
steep hillside loaded with huge bould- 
ers and granite slabs. Sections one 
and two were the easiest of the five. 
Three was the only one nobody was 
able to get through. Head made it 
through the hardest part but rode off 
his intended line and ran into some 
cactus giving him a quick five. Even 
after a five, riders received applause 
from the spectators clinging to the 
rocks. 

The final standings for the after- 
noon had Head with 17 to clinch the 
win. Webb, Pyle and Webster each 
scored 21 and finished overall in the 
same order. Pritchard tried all of his 
sections but failed to get through any 
of them to place fifth. Tony Leduc 
from northern California was the 
only other rider to get through one of 
the sections to finish sixth. 








A two-way battle developed in the 
Amateur class. Amateurs rode 2% loops 
for a total of 29 sections, and most of 
the sections were tricky with lots of 
tight turns. Jody Richison edged Billy 
Hunter by one point. It was a close 
duel all day between the two; one 
would make a mistake then come 
back and put in a couple of good 
rides and so on. Rick Spruell stayed 
close to the leaders awaiting a chance 
that never came. In the end, Spruell’s 
52/16 was good for third, seven marks 
behind Hunter. Richison had the 
most cleans of the class with 17. First- 
time Amateur, Kaz Okuda, finished 
four points ahead of Bruce Davis for 
fourth. 

In his second event ever, Big Bear 
resident Tom Hamann piloted a 1974 
TY175 to win in the Novice division. 
Haman scored the most cleans with 
21, but his winning margin was by 
only two points. Tying for second 
with 39 marks each were Allen And- 
erson and Tom Engelhardt. Ander- 
son came away with second by hav- 
ing two more cleans than Engelhardt. 
Brad McClellan topped Walt Robles 
by five for fourth. 

Jon Maeda and Jay East each carded 
13 cleans in the Beginners. Maeda 
took home his first win by one point, 
27 to 26. One point also decided third 
between Ken Warner and Jim Warner. 
Third place went to Warner with 38 
points. 

Gary Conrad easily won the Senior 
Amateurs. Conrad's 57/8 was 12 more 
than second place Art Webster. Jack 
Heminway finished five dabs behind 
Webster. 

Bob Thorton thumped his way to 
the Senior Novice win on his Honda. 
Two points behind Thorton was Mick 
Vanaman, dropping 45 marks for 
second. The point spread for the next 
three positions were quite big. Duane 
Stone was 18 in front of Bob Grove, 
who was 24 ahead of fifth place Al 
Moss. 

Bob Overton, mounted on a Scott 
Head hand-me-down Beta, ran away 
with the Senior Beginner win. Seven- 
teen points behind was Bultaco rider 
Jim Brodeske. Bob Soltys filled out 
the top three with a 54/8 score. 

Mark Kariya defeated Karel Kra- 
mer by 11 in the Press class. Both had 
three cleans while riding the Novice 
sections. David Edwards dropped 85 
points, 12 behind Kramer. 

After the trial, a raffle was held 
with the proceeds going to the top 
Expert at the end of the year. The 
funds will send him to Europe to 
bring back the skills the world's best 
have. Webster, Pritchard and Robert- 
son are in a tight battle for the top 
honors.

cross Championships at the 
Fly-N LD Ranch near Carmel 
Junction, Utah. It was Man- 
neh, however, who stole the 


show by winning both the 125cc and 
500cc Pro classes despite stiff compe- 
tition from Cagiva's Ron Turner, 
Suzuki's Russ Wageman, Manley 
and many others. 

Manneh and Manley weren't the 
only big winners at the event, which 
was sponsored by U.S. Suzuki and 
IRC Tires; in amateur racing, Kawa- 
saki rider Jimmy Palmer and Ya- 
maha rider Matthias Nikolakopulos 
each took home a brand-new Suzuki 
RM for winning their respective 
classes — Palmer in the 125cc and 
250cc Intermediates, and Nikolako- 
pulos in the 250cc Junior division. 
Both riders won every moto they com- 
peted in. 

Over 300 riders attended the sec- 
ond annual event, and Mother Na- 
ture was much more agreeable this 
year — last year's race was shortened 
to only one round of racing due to 
torrential rain. Even though clouds 
threatened a few times today, the 
weather was generally hot and dry, 
creating dust problems by the end of 
the day. 

Manneh jumped to an early lead at 
the start of the first 125cc Pro race, but 
was closely pursued by Honda rider 
Willie Surratt, Kawasaki-mounted 
Greg Vowell and Shane Neugebauee 
(Kaw). It looked as though Surratt 
would give Manneh a tough battle, 
but halfway through the first lap, 
Surratt went over the handlebars 





coming out of a turn, which put him 
out for the day with a leg injury. This 
gave Manneh a slight lead over 
Neugebauee, who was hounded by 
Kawasaki rider Steve Liedbert and 
Wageman. 

By the third lap, Liedbert moved 
into second, while Wageman snuck 
inside of Neugebauee over a jump for 
third. Soon after, Turner, coming 
back from a poor start, found his way 
to fifth. Turner passed Neugebauee 
on the fifth lap, then set after Wage- 
man. Wageman had his hands full 
trying to sneak around Liedbert, but 
did so on the eighth lap. The remain- 
ing two laps saw no position changes 
as Manneh took the win and Wage- 
man finished second ahead of Lied- 
berg, Turner and Vowell. 

Moto two had Liedberg out in 
front after the first turn, while 
Turner, Kawasaki rider Jimmy 
Brown and Jim Simons (Kaw) 
chased. Manneh was back in eighth, 
while Wageman was 10th. 

For the next four laps, Liedberg 
and Turner diced handlebar-to-han- 
dlebar until Turner made a clean 
pass and took first. At the same time, 
Manneh was busy working his way 
through the pack and was trying to 
get around Brown for third — Man- 
neh was havirig a difficult time. 
Then Manneh made a move over a 
jump that almost put him out of 
action for the rest of the day. “I 
pulled up alongside of him (Brown) 
over the jump," said Manneh, “but 
he moved right over on me — it was 
obvious he did it on purpose. We 
tangled when we landed and I almost

crashed. I was so mad at him I wanted 
to take him out, but I just cut back 
underneath him and passed him in- 
stead.” 

With the race nearing its end, Man- 
neh had to reel in Liedberg and pass 
him in order to take the overall, 
which he did with four laps to spare. 
However, Manneh's drive didn't end 
there — he wanted Turner. At this 
point, Turner had six seconds on 
Manneh; as they crossed the check- 
ered flag, the distance was less than a 
second. Liedberg took third in the 
moto for third overall, while second 
overall went to Turner. Fourth and 
fifth in the moto went to Wageman 
and Mike Kell (Kaw). 

Manneh also entered the 250cc 
class, but he crashed on the first lap 
of the first moto and decided to sit out 
the class for the rest of the day. As the 
pack finished the first lap, it was 
Wageman out in front of Terry 
McGinnis (Hon), Yamaha rider 
Colin Ryan, Manley and Honda pi- 
lot Scott Nielson. 

By the second lap, Manley already 
had control of second and was 
quickly gaining ground on Wage- 
man. As Manley pressured Wageman 
for the next three laps, the two lead- 
ers pulled way ahead of the pack. On 
the fourth lap, Manley dove inside of 
Wageman, took over the lead and 
started pulling away. Meanwhile, 
Ryan held on to his third-place posi- 
tion for three laps before getting 
passed by Honda rider Tracy Oswell, 
then Nielson. 

At the end of the race, Manley had 
little over 10 seconds on Wageman, 
who was followed by Oswell, Niel- 
son, Yamaha-mounted Robert Engel 
and Ryan. 

“I was a little anxious at the start 
and bogged the motor,” said Manley, 
“ which was enough to let Wageman 
cut me off. After that, I just reeled 
him in and passed him." 

The second moto was red-flagged, 
and in the restart it was Oswell lead- 
ing Wageman, Yamaha rider Mike 
Thomas and Manley. A lap later, the 
lead was Wageman's, and Manley 
slipped by Oswell a few turns later. 
Manley once again reeled-in Wage- 
man and took over the lead two laps 
later. By this time, a battle over third 
between Oswell, Yamaha rider Ti 
Swartz and Honda-mounted Greg 
Zitterkopf was in top gear, but Zitter- 
kopf dropped out at the halfway 
point, leaving the dice to Oswell and 
Swartz. Oswell pulled slightly ahead 
of the battle by the end of the race, 
and finished third. Manley easily 
took the win and overall ahead of 
Wageman, Oswell, Swartz and Niel- 
son.

followed by Manneh, (on a borrowed 
KX500), Wageman, (on a loaned 
CR500 Honda), Zitterkopf and 
Turner. Manneh stayed close to Man- 
ley for a couple of laps, then dropped 
back a few bikelengths and was 
passed by Zitterkopf. A lap later, 
Manneh retaliated by repassing Zit- 
terkopf, while Turner slipped by 
Wageman for fourth. The top four 
riders stayed within bikelengths of 
each other, although Manley slowed 
noticeably near the finish. After get- 
ting passed by Manneh on the last 
lap, Manley crashed for a DNF. Zit- 
terkopf finished second ahead of 
Turner. “The rear wheel bearings 
fell apart and the back wheel started 
wobbling really bad," said Manley 
later. “The bike started getting squir- 
relly and I didn’t know what was 
wrong at first. Then I crashed and the 
chain came off.” 

Manneh took the holeshot at the 
start of the second moto and was 
chased by Zitterkopf, Manley, 
Turner and Wageman. Manley 
moved into second right away and set 
after Manneh. But Manneh knew 
that he had to beat Zitterkopf to take 
the overall, so he tried to keep Man- 
ley between himself and Zitterkopf 
for as long as possible. The plan 
worked as Manneh started pulling 
away from Manley. 

At the halfway point, Manneh’s 
bike’s silencer fell off; Zitterkopf 
made his move and passed Manley 
and set after Manneh. Knowing that 
Manneh was now slightly down on 
horsepower, Zitterkopf tried to reel 
in Manneh, but couldn't. Zitterkopf 
only gained about a second on Man- 
neh by the time the checkered flag 
flew. Manneh took the win, two se- 





conds ahead of Zitterkopf, who was 
followed by Manley, Turner, Niel- 
son and Wageman. ''When my si- 
lencer fell off, I lost my concentration 
and started making a bunch of mis- 
takes," said Manneh, “but I finally 
settled down and won it.” 

In amateur racing, it was Palmer's 
day in both 125cc and 250cc Interme- 
diate classes. In the 250cc class, he 
spent much of both motos with Ka- 
wasaki rider Jim Perry in close pur- 
suit, especially in the second moto. 
Palmer, who had easily won the first 
moto, looked to have another win in 
the bag, but Perry gave it his best and 
pushed Palmer to the limit. For 
much of the race, the two were only 
separated by one or two seconds. But 
when the checkered flag flew, it was 
Palmer once again out in front. Perry 
took second overall ahead of Mike 
Hooker's (Hus) 3-4 tally. Fourth and 
fifth overall went to Mercedes Gon- 
zalez (Kaw, 6-4) and Tim Hanna 
(Hon, 5-5). Perry also rode the 125cc 
and 500cc Intermediate classes, to- 
day, and took second overall in both. 

In the 500cc Intermediate class, 
Perry lost the overall to Kawasaki 
rider Hanna, who won both motos 
handily. Perry went 2-2 for second, 
while Honda rider Loren Pochi- 
rowski tallied a 3-3 score for third.

race in both motos, but when the dust 
had cleared, it was Kawasaki rider 
Craig Davis beating 27 other riders. 
In the first moto, Husqvarna rider 
Jim Bacon had the holeshot and led 
for over a lap before getting passed by 
Kawasaki rider Catesby Jones in a 
turn. Meanwhile, Davis was making 
up for a terrible start and had second 
by the third lap. With Davis pressur- 
ing, Catesby went too hot intoa turn, 
came to a stop at the top of a berm 
and fell over. Catesby dropped to 
sixth and that gave Davis a huge lead. 
Bacon found himself once again in 
second place, but he dropped out 
with a lap to go, which gave that spot 
to Honda-mounted Larry Turner.

DuQuoin Mile win, 


points lead, record 


to Shobert

DuQUOIN, IL, JULY 27 


Honda's Bubba Shobert continued his dom- 
ination of Camel Pro Series Nationals this 
year with his fourth straight mile win. The 
win in the DuQuoin Stroh Mile marked the 


Texan's 13th mile National win 
of his career and moved him 
into the top spot in the AMA 
Grand National Championship 
record books. It was also Shobert's 
fifth National win of the season and, 


coupled with Doug Chandler's fail- 
ure to make the National, put Sho- 
bert squarely back into the driver's 
seat in the title chase. Chandler's 10 
point lead going into DuQuoin evap- 
orated and he now trails Shobert by 
10, 141 points to 151. 





The celebration in winner's circle 
was a replay of the champagne bash at 
the Springfield Mile fete with Ted 
Boody, on his College Bike Shop 
Honda, in the runner-up spot and 
Harley-Davidson's Scott Parker fil- 
ling out the threesome. 

Jay Springsteen, on another factory 
supported Harley-Davidson, finished 
fourth over the Bob Donabedian/KK 
Motorcycle Supply/Deckard Equip- 
ment-sponsored Honda of Hank Scott. 

Unlikehis three previous mile wins 
this season, Shobert's margin of vic- 
tory was by more than one bikelength. 
This time it was more like 100 feet 
over Boody. 

While Shobert was the happiest 
rider at DuQuoin, Chandler was def- 
initely the most frustrated, His loss in 
the Last Chance Qualifier — and 
with it the last starting spot in the 
National — by about half a bike- 
length to Don Estep was more than 
just a race. It may well turn out to be 
the turning point in the ongoing bat- 
tle for the series championship. 

The drama of the LCQ and the 
National was played live to viewers 
of ABC-TV's Wide World of Sports 
around the country. The show went 
off right on schedule, but doing so 
forced the Junior program to be run 
at the end of the day. It was finally 
completed at 7:30 p.m. after a lengthy 





delay while the medivac helicopter at 
the track transported John Faulkner 
to the St. Louis Medical Center. He 
sustained a head injury. 


Time trials 

Honda's Ricky Graham, despite 
battling a case of the flu and saying 
he "hadn't felt his bad in years," 
turned in the top qualifying time of 
the 72 riders on hand. His 37.675 
second time for one mile was well off 
his own record of last year of 35.423. 
Shobert was a few ticks of the clock 
back with Chandler and Boody fil- 
ling out the top five. Johnny Cooper, 
at 39.667, was the 48th and last quali- 
fier to make the field. 


Heats 

Graham, racing with a miniature 
television camera poking its lens out 
of a cut out area in his number plate 
and an eight pound signal transmit- 
ter mounted on the top and very back 
of his rear fender, led the first heat 
with plenty of company from Don 
Estep and his Simmons. Oil Field 
Construction-sponsored Harley. On 
lap two it was Estep out front with 
Terry Poovey, riding Jimmy Filice’s 
spare bike after engine problems with 
both his Gardner Racing Harley’s, 
following Graham in third. Parker 
soon moved in to engage in the 
battle. 

Graham was in the lead at the 
halfway point with Estep holding off 
Parker as Poovey trailed with Deeley 
Harley-Davidson's Jon Cornwell in 
fourth and on the move. The final 
lap saw plenty of shuffling as Corn- 
well blew an engine while both Estep 
and Poovey were kicked out of spots 
in the National by Dan Ingram and 
his Walters Brothers Harley. Parker, 
with a strong drive off turn four, 
picked just the right instant to pull 
out of Graham's draft and beat him 
to the finish line by a foot or two. 
Ingram sent Estep and Poovey to the 
semis. 

“We weren't quite ready with the 
bike in qualifying," said Steve More- 
head explaining why he qualified 
46th fastest. Morehead is now riding 
a Babe DeMay owned and tuned XR 
with backing from Pennzoil/Storz/ 
Laubes Honda City/KK Motorcycle 
Supply and John Dragoo after part- 
ing company with Eddie Adkins. 

Morehead was ready in the heat 
and led the opening lap and most of 
the second until a crash by Greg 
Knecht left a bike lying just above the 
groove in turn four. Shobert, after 
taking the lead in turn three, slowed 
just a bit as did Morehead and Rod 
Farris, on the DuVall Racing Harley. 
The rest of the field also backed off 
and expected to see a red flag. There 
was none and the bike spent nearly 
three laps in a potentially hazardous 
location before it was finally moved. 

Shobert, Farris and Morehead were 
well out in front of the field and con- 
tinued on to finish 1-2-3 for their 
tickets to the National. Morehead's 
engine went off-song in the closing 
laps, but not enough to cost him third. 
Dirt and grit was later discovered in 
the float bowl of one carburetor. 

There was a good shuffle up front 
in theopening laps of heat three with 
first Dan Howard and then Sammy 
Sweet leading before Springsteen took 
over on lap four. Chuck Springsteen, 
Jay’s brother, came up to do battle, 
but his ride ended when he was hit 
from behind and his exhaust pipes 
were jarred loose. With Chuck out, 
Jay Springsteen went on to an easy 
win which was also the fastest of the 
heats and gave him the pole for the 
National. Howard slipped back while 
Chris Carr, on the R&B Harley XR, 
was cutting his way to the front. Carr 
took second for good from Sweet 
with two laps to go while Lance 
Jones, after spending nearly all the 
race working through traffic, put his 





Fargo Harley-Davidson mount into 
third on the final lap. 

Circle Bell Racing's Scott Pearson 
and Boody put on a show as they 
traded the lead back and forth in the 
fourth heat while GF Racing's Ron- 
nie Jones watched from third. The 
show came to an end on lap five when 
Doug Davis exploded the hay bales 
on theoutside guardrail between turns 
three and four and the red flag came 
out. Davis was shaken up, but walked 
away. 

Boody didn't relinquish the lead 
on the six laps run on the restart. 
Pearson and Jones traded second four 
times on the final lap with Jones get- 
ting second at the flag as Pearson's 
draft and pass move came up short. 
The first of a series of frustrating 
rides for Chandler saw him finish 
fifth behind Hank Scott and saw him 
head to the semi. 


Semis 

The two semis, from which the top 
two finishers would transfer, were 
cut to six laps each from 10 since time 
was getting short before the live air- 
ing of the LCQ. Pete Hames, on the 
Racing XR, Poovey and Estep took 
the race for the win to the flag with 
things so close it took a conference 
among AMA officials and scorers to 
determine Poovey was the winner 
over Hames by a matter of inches. 
Estep was a foot behind and on his 
way to the Last Chance Qualifier. 
Kirk and Mike Hilley were just a 
bike-length behind the front three. 

The win in the second semi went to 
Hank Scott over Alex Jorgensen and 
his Pioneer Truck Lines/Storz/Hi- 
Point/ Super Trapp Honda. Scott and 
Chandler dueled in the early laps 
with Eric Rausch and Howard also 
in there. In the closing laps, there was 
plenty of shuffling with Scott and 
Jorgy coming out on top as Chandler 
had his hopes of making the National 
dashed again. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

The time between the finish of the 
second semi and the gridding for the 
LCQ was no more than eight min- 
utes, but it gave Jerry Griffith of 
Freddie Spencer/SuperTrapp Racing 
enough time to change Chandler's 
rear tire to a Michelin Hi-Sport street 
tire with additional grooving. It was 
agamble although Chandler had run 
the tire in practice and it worked well 
as it had when used for the Sacra- 
mento Mile National. The problem 
was going from a 19-inch rear tire to 
an 18-inch one which Chandler later 
said changed the gearing somewhat 
and didn't make it power off the 
corners as good, although the tire 
had more traction and he turned bet- 
ter lap times. 

There were two other problems: 
Estep and the cutting of the LCQ to 
six laps from 10. Estep and Chandler 
battled every inch of the way, trading 
the lead back and forth with each test- 
ing the other's strengths. In the end, 
it was Estep's ability to get a better 
drive off turn four that won the race 
for him. “I moved my line out just a 
bit on the final two laps and knew I 
could get a good drive,” said Estep, 
“and that was the difference.” 

“I thought I had Don covered," 
said Chandler. “He tried to draft and 
pass me on earlier laps and never got 
past until we were over the start/fin- 
ish line. I felt I could keep things the 
same on the final lap, but I wish it 
had been a full 10 laps because my 
strong point seems to be at the end of 
the races and six laps wasn't enough. 
I'm disappointed, but there's still a 
long way to go in the season and any- 
thing can happen. Maybe my bad 
luck is out of the way now.” 


National 
The rough track was the topic of

conversation among the majority of 
the riders. “The ruts and rough spots 
are in areas where you can’t always 
see them," said Morehead. “You’ve 
got to race, think about holding on 
and concentrate on what's going on 
around you. In any case, it's the same 
for everyone.” 

Graham decided not to run the tele- 
vision camera set up because he had 
encountered a handling problem and 
felt it might be due to the location of 
thesignal relay box on his rear fender. 
'The problem persisted without the 
unit. Ted Boody offered to run the 
camera, but there wasn't time to 
adapt the rear seat assembly to his 
bike since it was fitted on a single 
shock-style seat and Boody's bike is a 
conventional twin shock set up. 

Springsteen, on the pole for the 
start, was left sitting on the line when 
the starting light turned green. “I 
kicked the transmission into gear at 
the time the starter turned the board 
sideways,” said Springsteen, “and 
then I looked down for some dumb 
reason. When I looked up the light 
was green and I was still sitting 
there.” 

Shobert, Parker, Boody, Graham, 
Ronnie Jones, Pearson, Carr, More- 
head and the rest of the field didn't sit 
there. It was Shobert and Parker up 
front and fighting for the lead for the 
first laps while Springsteen carved 
his way through traffic to fourth by 
lap three behind Boody. 

On lap five, Poovey coasted to a 
stop just past the start/finish line 
with a blown engine. “The engine 
was a bit down on power on the start 
and I had an idea it might not make 
it," said Poovey. ‘I want to thank 
Eddie Adkins for giving me a chance 
on the bike after I had problems with 
my equipment.” 

Estep was the next rider to have 
problems and it cost him any chance 
of a good finish. In quick succession 
the air cleaners got knocked off his 
carburetors, his brake linkage broke 
and he covered one of his carbs with 
his leg which caused the engine to go 
on one cylinder before he realized 
what the problem was. “I guess it just 
wasn't my day,” said Estep later. 

By lap eight of the 25 to be run, 
Boody had moved in to make it a 
three-rider pack up front with Sho- 
bert leading Parker and Boody. A dis- 
tance back came Springsteen with 
Graham ahead of Pearson, Ronnie 
Jones, Carr and Rodney Farris. There 
were puffs of smoke coming from 
Morehead's bike. 

The top four remained the same 





through the laps leading to the half- 
way flags while from fifth on back 
there was a good deal of position 
changing. Morehead was shown the 
black flag on lap 12 because of an oil 
leak. He pitted. 

Boody, after letting Shobert and 
Parker put some distance on him, 
moved quickly back into contention 
on lap 14. 

Meanwhile, Parker had a strap 
break on his steel skid shoe and spent 
nearly three laps trying to shake it 
loose while trying to maintain his 
position. Boody quickly took advan- 
tage of Parker’s problem, but Spring- 
steen was too far back to press. 

Boody put a move on Shobert to 
take the lead on lap 16 with Shobert 
back out front on thenext lap. Parker 
was trying to make up ground, but 
without his skid shoe he wasn't able 
to charge into the corners. Spring- 
steen was a distance ahead of Pearson 
and Ronnie Jones while Farris and 
Hank Scott had a battle for seventh. 

Hames became a retiree as he coasted 
to the side of the track near turn one 
on the beginning of lap 19. 


The real test began in the final five 
laps as Boody and Shobert swapped 
the lead. First Shobert and then Boody 
led at the line with Shobert holding 
the point as they started lap 23 and 
staying very low in turns one-two to 
keep the advantage off turn two and 
into turn three. 

With two laps to go, Boody was 
within two lengths of Shobert while 
Parker was safe in third. Springsteen 
was casting glances over his shoulder 
at the Scott/Pearson/Ronnie Jones 
freight behind him as he slowed to 
“keep from getting totally beaten to 
death” on the rough track. 

Shobert’s four length advantage on 
the start of the final lap grew to a 
good 20 lengths at the finish. Boody, 
seeing there wasn’t anyone within 
striking distance and also tired by the 
rough track, didn’t press Shobert’s 
advantage. Parker had enough of an 
advantage over Springsteen not to 
worry about his third place finish. 

“Tf I had another lap I bet I would 
have caught Springer," said Hank 
Scott, who finished fifth. Scott held 
off Ronnie Jones' final lap charge 
and Jones finished sixth. 

"Igotjust a bit high in turn three,” 
said seventh place finisher Pearson. 
“Tt was just a little bit, but it was 
enough to ruin my final lap strategy.” 

“I guess it won't really sink in that 
this is my fourth mile win of the year 
until tomorrow," said Shobert. “I 





really want to thank Skip Eaken and 
dedicate this win to him. He builds 
the bike, I just ride it." 


Junior National 


Brian Atherton took his Ron Wood 
Racing Wood-Rotax to his seventh 
Junior National win of the season 
with rival Winkie Freitas finishing 
second. Freitas still holds a slim five 
point edge in the championship 
points standings. 

Harley-Davidson rider Wade Cam- 
lin, the pole sitter in the National by 
.001 of a second over Atherton, gave 
Atherton a run for 10 of the 12 laps in 
the final before his charge ended with 
apparent engine problems. Camlin 
led the first five laps with Atherton 
then moving out front on lap six and 
holding on. 

Freitas, after coming off the start 
near the back of the pack, quickly 
sliced his way through traffic and 
was third by the sixth lap. Camlin's 
problems moved Freitas to second 
with Brad Furlong holding off the 
last lap charge of fellow Harley rider 
Mike Stauffer for third. 

“That was the toughest ride I've 
had in a National so far," said Ather- 
ton, who figured it was his 17th 
birthday present three days early. 

It was a battle of the broken collar- 
bones which Freitas and Camlin 
waged. Each is recovering from a 
recent break with Camlin getting his 
doctor's OK to race on Thursday. 

Camlin's Harley is sponsored by 
Dennis Hicks and tuned by Dan 
Wessling. e

Road Race World Championship Series: Round 9 


Spencer doubles in 


France

LEMANS, FRANCE, JULY 21 


Freddie Spencer took a large step towards his 
second 500cc World Championship by win- 
ning the French Grand Prix at Le Mans. 
Reigning Champion Eddie Lawson finished 


fourth on the Marlboro Yamaha 
after being left on the line at 
the start and now trails Spencer 
by 17 points with: three races 
remaining. Lawson's teammate, 
Frenchman Raymond Roche, finished 
second, splitting the Rothmans Hon- 
das of Spencer and Randy Mamola. 

Australian Wayne Gardner, riding 
for Honda Britain, looked set to push 
Spencer hardest as he battled with 
him for the lead after the pair of them 
passed the fast-starting Ron Haslam. 
With Mamola joining the group to 
make it a Honda benefit, Yamaha's 
best chance lay with German Grand 
Prix winner Christian Sarron on the 
Sonauto Gauloises machine as he 
moved into fifth place. 

Despite a broken exhaust pipe 
which dragged on the tarmac through 
the left hand corners after only a few 


laps, Sarron closed on the leading 
group and was up to third by lap 
eight as he passed first Mamola, who 
was already suffering from the finger 
he injured crashing in Belgium two 
weeks ago, and then Haslam. 

“I just couldn't keep up the pace,” 
admitted Mamola later. “I only had 
two fingers wrapped around the twist 
grip of the brake instead of four. The 
thing wheelies so much here out of 
the tight turns I was just hanging on. 
Icouldn't keep the front wheel on the 
ground. The four-cylinder Yamahas 
accelerated so well that the only place 
to catch up on them is on the brakes 
and I can't try anything too much 
with my hand. I didn't want to do 
anything stupid." The hand was 
covered in blood afterwards from 
Mamola's recent skin graft operation 
and was a real handicap on the tight, 
three-hairpin circuit. 











On lap 14 Gardner suffered the 
frustration of being forced out with a 
flat tire. “I could have won," he 
asserted later. Sarron closed right in 
on Spencer but as the Championship 
leader lapped a slower rider Sarron 
was put off line by the same man and 
crashed unhurt. 

"It was my mistake,” said Sarron. 
"I should have waited until after the 
corner. Even though I might have 
lost a second, I could have made it up 
after. I tried to go past and changed 
my line, I don't know if the tarmac 
was more slippery but the front wheel 
slid and I crashed.” 

As for the result if Sarron and 
Gardner had not been put out of 
action, Spencer admitted that he 
might not have won. “Wayne was 
riding really well and Christian was 
catching before he fell. I was aware 
that it was not the last race with the 
World Championship hanging on 
my winning it so I don't know that I 
would have increased the pace. I was 
aware of Eddie's position and I wanted 
to make sure I rode a consistent race, 
scored some points and was in good 
shape to ride the 250. 

Lawson admitted that the race was 
lost from the push start. “I just didn't 
have the bike moving fast enough 
when I jumped on and had to get off 
and start again. When I finished the 
first lap and saw minus 23 seconds I 
knew that I could not win but I just 
gave it 100% as I have always done. 
You have to say that Spencer will be 
champion now unless he has a 
mechanical failure. I thought earlier 
in this year that it was not going to be 
my lucky season and it was not in the 





cards for me to win it again. Today 
just confirmed that.” 

With their hero Sarron gone, the 
crowd's attention turned to Roche, 
who was closing up behind Haslam, 
who was then in third place. By lap 
17 of the 29 Roche took third and 
Lawson had worked his way up to 
fifth. The crowd went wild as Roche 
seized second from the tiring Mamola 
in the closing stages and Lawson 
took fourth from Haslam with two 
laps to go. 

Mike Baldwin was happy enough 
to finish 10th and collect another 
point in his last GP of the season 
after almost crashing in the early 
stages. “I was off, over the bars and 
almost into the bales. The back end 
came around on me and then just dug 
in and came so close to throwing me 
over the bars. We went off onto the 
grass beside the track and ran down 
skimming the bales and fences until I 
get it back on the tarmac.” He settled 
down to consistent ride in the race 
once he had regained the circuit, fin- 
ishing between two Italians, Fabio 
Biliotti and Armando Errico. 

The Elf team hada poor day though 
the latest addition, Pierre Etiene 
Samin, finished a fine sixth on the 
production RS500 Honda. Didier de 
Radigues retired after 18 laps with a 
broken chain while lying seventh. 
The Elf2 machine ridden by Chris- 
tian LeLiard stopped after eight laps 
with the same fuel starvation prob- 
lems that had troubled it throughout 
practice. 

Freddie Spencer added the 250cc] 
race to his impressive list of six other| 
wins to make it 39 points ahead o

Toni Mang, who finished second. 
That means he only needs a fourth 
place from the last three races even if 
Mang wins all the remaining rounds. 
No one else can catch Spencer for the 
championship. 

It was not quite a start-to-finish 
victory, but after five laps sitting 
right on Mang's tail, Spencer pushed 
the works Rothmans Honda past 
Mang's Marlboro-sponsored Honda and 
opened up a lead at the rate of one 
second a lap. Fausto Ricci moved 
into third place on his Rothmans 
Honda after passing the Yamaha of 
Carlos Lavado, who then had to do 
battle for the rest of the race with 
Manfred Herweh on the Massa Real, 
Pierre Bolle on the Parisienne and 
his Honda-mounted teammate, Jac- 
ques Cornu. 

That battle for fourth went right to 
the line as did the struggle behind, 
which by half distance was contested 
by Jean Francois Balde. Juan Gar- 
riga, Dominique Sarron, Luis Reyes 
and Carlos Cardus. Cardus crashed 
on lap 19 and was just one of many 
fallers, that included Reinhold Roth 
and Maurizio Vitali. Martin Wimmer, 
second fastest in practice, did not 
even start the race, having fallen in 
practice and badly sprained his wrist. 

Spencer later pointed out that it 
was no easy task to get past Mang. 
“His bike was faster than mine on 
top speed and I could not even use the 
slipstream to get past him on the run 
over the hill after the start and finish. 
My bike just over-revved and ran out 
of power. I got by after the kink in the 
back straight because he was shutting 
off through there while I went 
through flat out. Iran up behind him 
and his slipstream helped my run 
past before the braking point for the 
next right. I looked behind and I'd 
got well past him yet he nearly got by 
again up the main straight before I 
could break away completely.” 

As Spencer pulled away — eventu- 
ally to win by nearly 10 seconds — 
Mang settled down to maintain his 
advantage over Ricci, who after an 
initial strong charge, also had to 
watch his tail because of the group 
behind. Herweh eventually took 
fourth with some decisive last-lap

braking, crossed the line in front of 
Lavado, whose machine was far too 
slow. Balde won the eighth place bat- 
tle from Sarron and Reyes and Gar- 
riga being unlucky to finish out of 
the points. 

Stefan Dorflinger won his second 
80cc World Championship and his 
fourth title in a row on the Herbert 
Ritberger and Louise Christen-built 
Krauser. The Swiss ace took a careful 
second place behind Angel Nieto on 
the Derbi, who proved that there is 
life in the old dog yet. Dorflinger led 
convincingly after passing early leader 
Manuel Herreros, who then crashed. 
Derbi team leader Aspar Martinez 
had crashed even earlier trying to 
make up for being last off the line. 
When Dorflinger was informed that 
both his championship competitors 
were out of the race, he throttled 
back, letting Nieto past. 

Ian McConnachie proved once 
again that he is the man to watch in 
the future by pulling through from 
21st to third only to have his Krauser 
get sick in the last few laps, dropping 
him to ninth. 

The Garelli team of Ezio Gianola 
and Fausto Gressini put on a high 
speed demonstration dominating the 
125cc race with Gianola crossing the 
line just in front. Gressini now takes 
the lead in the championship from 
Pier Paolo Bianchi, who finished a 


steady fifth on the MBA behind 





Domenico Brigaglia and lonely third- 
place-man Bruno Kneubuhler. 

Egbert Streuer and Bernard 
Schnieders dominated the sidecar race 
in great style after fighting past Rolf 
Biland and Kurt Waltisperg, who led 
for the first two laps. Despite increased 
power from steady development work, 
Biland’s outfit is still not fast enough 
to match Streuer and he was having 
trouble fighting for second with 
Werner Schwaerzel and Fritz Buck 
when the con rod of the special 
Krauser engine broke after 13 of the 
22 lap race. 

Schwaerzel went on to take a com- 
fortable second ahead of a great battle 
between Masato Kumano and Hel- 
mut Diehl, Frank Wrathall and Gra- 
ham Rose. Alain Michel and Jean 
Marc Fresk had retired after two laps 
with no clutch. e

Baldwin no more Grands Prix 

Mike Baldwin has decided to axe 
his Grand Prix campaign after the 
French Grand Prix and will compete 
in the last three Formula One AMA 
championship races. He leads the 
AMA Championship chase by seven 
points but has to compete in the last 
three races to have a good chance of 
being number one for the fourth year 
in succession as two out of the last 
three world Grands Prix clash with 
AMA races. 

Unfortunately this means he has 
given up the chance of finishing in 
the top 10 in the World Champion- 
ship, but possibly he will be given the 
best machines by Honda next year for 
an all-out World Championship bid. 


Mamola, Gardner get fours for 
the British Grand Prix 


After winning the Laguna Seca race 
on the V-four Honda, Randy 
Mamola is certain to get the use of 
one for Silverstone and very likely the 
rest of the season. He won last year's 
British Grand Prix on one at the 
same circuit and Honda would very 
much like to see him back up 
Spencer, should Spencer win, and 
push Lawson down to third place — 
something which Mamola has not 
been able to do on the triple. 

Wayne Gardner may well also get 
the use of a four for the same reason 
as Mamolaand to help him in his bid 
to beat Yamaha-mounted Christian 
Sarron for third place in the cham- 
pionship. 


Race Aid 


After the multi-million-dollar 
fund-raising pop concert spectacular 
at Wembly, Franco Uncini has come 
up with the idea of a race meeting 
where all riders will give their servi- 
ces free to aid the Ethiopian famine 
relief charities. 

A possible date for the event is Sep- 
tember at Donington Park but it will 
be a major organizational problem at 
this short notice to get men, machines 
and a circuit all organized in time. 


Dunlop radial 


Toni Mang used a low-profile 
Dunlop radial for the first time dur- 
ing practice at Le Mans and the test 
was so successful that he decided to 
race on it. There were not enough 
for the other top men like Martin 
Wimmer to try but more will be made 
in time for Silverstone. The enlarged 
contact patch provided by the flex of 
the radial carcass helps drive out of 
the corners. 


Wimmer, Lavado, Herweh crash 


Martin Wimmer fell from his 
Yamaha after 15 laps of Saturday 
morning's session at LeMans when 
theengine seized. No reason could be 
found for the failure and an ingestion 
of a foreign object was strongly sus- 
pected. He suffered a badly sprained 
right wrist. Manfred Herweh and 
Carlos Lavado both fell unhurt ear- 
lier in the week and August Auinger 
bruised his hip when he slid off the 
Bartol-tuned MBA 125. 


Elf Team crashers 

The revolutionary Elf had its prob- 
lems during practice and they started 
with LeLiard falling during the first 
unofficial period on Tuesday when 





the front end started hopping badly 
under braking and threw him off. 
When official practice started on Fri- 
day the chain broke on the first lap 
and smashed the gearbox casing. 

His teammates, Didier de Radigues 
and Pierre-Etienne Samin, on the 
standard NS and RS500 Hondas were 
also in the wars as Samin took de 
Radigues' front wheel out from under 
him on Friday. The Frenchman stop- 
ped to pick up his Belgian teammate 
and took him back to the pits. Samin 
then crashed heavily in the last ses- 
sion on Saturday. 


Spencer three or four 

There were shades of 1984 during 
Saturday morning practice when 
Spencer went out for a few laps on the 
three-cylinder NS500 Honda. He only 
managed four laps in the limited 
time and reluctantly decided that he 
had no choice but to use the four. 

“This track is so small that all you 
do is accelerate and brake and the 
four has so much power that it’s too 
fast for the circuit — especially as the 
track is so bumpy. I would like to 
have used the three but we didn’t 
have time to try it enough and it's 
more sensitive than the four," Spencer 
said. "Although I think that I could've 
gone faster on the three, I wouldn't 
want to have the three break down in 
the middle of the race and some 
points are better than none. It still 
might work out all right using the 
four.” 


Takazumi Katayama retires 

Korean-born Japanese Takazumi 
Katayama announced his retirement 
after not going out during official 
practice at LeMans on his works 
NS500 Honda. He stated that he 
would compete no more. His plans 
for the following year are not certain 
but he stated that they would involve 
motorcycle racing. 

"I know that the time is right to 
stop. I always knew that I would real- 
ize the right time to stop and I would 
then not continue to the end of that 
race or that season, but would stop at 
that moment and this is it," said 
Katayama. '"This year I have not had 
the right feeling for racing and that 
has nothing to do with the results but 
there are many reasons which make 
this the time to retire.” 

Katayama started Grand Prix rac- 
ing in 1974 and won the 350cc Road 
Racing World Championship for 
Yamaha in '77. Alter the disasterous 
years with the Honda NR500 four- 
stroke in 1979-'80 and '81, he was 
retained by the factory to race the 
two-stroke the following year. He 
won the Swedish Grand Prix at 
Anderstorp on the triple in '82. The 
1983 season ended with a nasty fall at 
Imola — that kept him out of action 
for much of '84 with a back injury. 
He scored his first points of '85 with 
an eighth in Belgium. 

There were rumors spreading in 
the paddock at LeMans that his stated 
retirement was in fact a ruse to keep 
secret the fact that he would be test- 
ing new machines for Honda to ready 
for another attack on the World 
Championship in '86. .

Andreani wins 
SMGP

In front of 15,000 spectators, 
Italian riders totally domi- 
nated the San Marino GP at 
Baldasserona. Giuseppi Andre- 
ani and his Aprilia literally stole the 
overall win from 17-year-old Mas- 
simo Manzo on the final lap of the 
second moto. Both riders tied on 
points gained, but Andreani’s win in 
the second moto gave him the overall 
victory. 

Third on the day went to second in 
the series, Corrado Maddii, who it 
must be said worked overtime to get 
onto the rostrum. However, he did 
close the points gap to 13 on series 
leader Dave Strijbos. 

Manzo led the first moto from start 
to finish on the little-known-outside- 
Italy TM machine, although he was 
under constant pressure throughout 
from Finland's Mike Kouki and 
Manzo had only a half-a-wheel mar- 
gin of victory at the finish line. 

Maddii climbed the leaderboard 
after gating 10th, but only in the final 
two laps was he able to pass Ameri- 
can newcomer Mike Beier for third. 
Beier tried too hard to immediately 
come back, crashed and lost four 
more places to take an eventual 
eighth. 

Strijbos held third place for half 
therace and on two occasion actually 
got his Honda within striking dis- 
tance of the leading pair, but two 
falls, one when trying too hard to get 
by, caused him to eventually finish 
seventh. 

KTM's Kees Van der Ven left the 
start with the leaders but crashed on 
the opening lap. He never gave up 
the chase though and finally finished 
just outside the points in 16th place. 

Moto two commenced with Cagiva- 
mounted Massimo Contini taking 
the initial advantage but very quickly 
similarly-mounted Pekka Vehkonen, 
wishing to make up for a disappoint- 
ing first moto 12th, took the lead and 
quickly opened up an ll-second 
advantage. 

Over the last five laps a charging 
Andreani whittled this away and 
struggled through when the Finn 
momentarily stalled on a corner. But 
he didn't get through without inci- 
dent, for the Aprilia rider nearly 
didn't make it round the outside, he 
was traveling so fast. 

Vehkonen threw everything at 
Andreani in the closing lap and at the 
flag just over one second (a couple of 
bikelengths) separated them. 

Maddii again came through to 
third, starting only two positions bet- 
ter than in moto one and he finally 
took the tiring Manzoon the final lap. 

Strijbos was never really in the 
hunt the second time out, starting 
and finishing in sixth place, and 
being followed home by fellow coun- 
tryman Van der Ven, who came 
through from a 12th-placestart. €

WERA/Wiseco National Championship 
Endurance Road Race Series: Round 6 





Loudon toppled 
by Cycle Tech

LOUDON, NH, JULY 13-14 


Cycle Tech Racing extended their overall 
point lead in the best-nine-finishes WERA 
Endurance Series with a win at Bryar Motor- 
sports Park the sixth of 13 rounds. Cycle 


Tech’s margin of victory in the 
six-hour event was two laps 
over Team Hammer. Team 
captain David Aldana, Joey 


Osowski and John Kocinski piloted the 
Cycle Tech/Fox/ Arai/Vance & Hines- 
backed Suzuki GSXR750 for 281 laps 
(489.6 miles) around the demanding 
1.6-mile Loudon circuit. Team Ham- 
mer completed 279 laps, while third 
place Speed Boys finished with 272 
laps. The six-hour event, slated to 
start at noon, was delayed until 1:10 
due to a shortage of corner workers 
and late-starting practice. 

While the Suzuki/Bel-Ray/Kerker/ 
Dyna S/Arai/Emgo Dunlop-spon- 
sored, GS1150-based Hammer entry 
ridden by Russ Paulk, Dave Schlosser 
and Tim O'Kennedy was considered 
by most to be the pre-race favorite, 
the Cycle Tech entry proved better 
suited to the tight and twisty Loudon 
circuit. The torque and horsepower 
of the Hammer entry ate up rear tires, 
forcing Hammer to make a tire change 
in the third hour and the change cost 
them nearly two laps. Additional 
problems with a clutch housing bush- 
ing that popped out caused the Ham- 
mer entry to be as many as four laps 
down in the third and fourth hours. 

A gamble by Cycle Tech owner and 
team manager Bill Foster paid off as 
the team was able to go the distance 
with one set of tires. “I decided to go 
with the medium compound tires 
rather than the harder compound 
recommended by Stanley Chan of 
Dunlop. Stanley said the tire wouldn't 
go more than three hours, so we had 
another set ready to go. I figured we'd 
need a softer compound to stay up 
with Team Hammer," said Foster. 
“The set we started on lasted just 
fine." 

'The delayed start saw the Parts 
Unlimited/Metzeler/Spectro/Koni- 
sponsored Yamaha FZ750 of Speed 





Boys lead the first lap, followed by 
the Wiseco/Metzeler Yamaha 1157 of 
Northridge Racing, the Bob Nichols 
Motorsports-backed Yamaha FZ750 
of Palmer Racing, and Team Hammer 
with Cycle Tech fifth. The 33-entry 
field quickly sorted itself out, and 
Cycle Tech had the lead by lap five. 
Cycle Tech was there to stay with the 
exception of the second hour when 
they dueled with Hammer after the 
two teams put four laps on the rest of 
the field. Schlosser started for 
Hammer, with Osowski first up for 
Cycle Tech. 

The first round of pit stops saw 
Hammer switch to Paulk, while Cycle 
Tech mounted up 17-year-old Kocin- 
ski — known to his team as “Flash.” 
'These two riders posted the fastest 
lap times of the day, with Paulk 
chalking up a one minute, 12.37 
second lap, while Kocinski ran a one 
minute, 12.65 second fastest lap. The 
rest of the riders from these teams 
were turning one minute, 14 to 15 
second circuits. 

Team Hammer was out front by 12 
seconds near the end of the second 
hour thanks to Paulk's quickness 
and consistency in traffic, but they 
lost the lead during a pit stop. Paulk 
handed the bike to O'Kennedy. 

By the end of the third hour, Cycle 
Tech’s leading margin had grown to 
four laps as Hammer changed the 
rear tire and then had an unsched- 
uled stop to replace a clutch housing 
bushing. As Hammer fell back, Paulk 
was given the lion's share of riding 
duties in an attempt to catch Cycle 
Tech. Paulk's aggressive riding got 
back two laps by the finish, but was 
not without incident as he got into 
such a vicious tank slapper coming 
out of turn eight that his helmet shat- 
tered the plexiglass bubble on the 
fairing. 

“T got so sideways that I thought 
I'd had it," said Paulk. “I was look- 
ing for a place to land. This motor 
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has so much torque that it lights up 
the tire coming off the slower corners.” 

'The Hammer bike was also chat- 
tering the front end badly under 
braking and rider Tim O'Kennedy 
said the team needs more time to dial 
in the new aluminum frame and that 
it differs considerably in set-up from 
the Moriwaki frame the team had 
been using. With both ends of the 
bike pogoing in tandem at times, the 
Hammer entry looked to be a handful 
to ride. O’Kennedy said, “This is my 
first time at this track, and I'm not 
going as fast as I would like." 

All was not smooth sailing for 
Cycle Tech, however, as Kocinski 
had problems too: “I was just happy 
to keep itup. It was sliding all over in 
turn two and sometimes in turn 10. I 
didn't have enough brakes going into 
turn six." Kocinski was sporting a fat 
blister covering the entire pad of his 
right middle finger as a testament to 
braking problems. Cycle Tech went 
on to win over Hammer. 

Behind the leaders, Speed Boys, 
with riders Larry Burkholder, Mark 
Heiser and Bob Frank, had a tight 
duel with Clarke Palmer and Brian 
O'Shea of the Palmer Racing entry. 
Both teams stayed on the same lap 
with Palmer holding down third for 
the first five hours. Palmer had cut a 
cast off his wrist an hour before the 
start while O'Shea's first time on an 
FZ750 was that morning in practice. 

Speed Boys fell from fourth to 
sixth in the fourth hour, but were 
able to rally back after a discharged 
battery cost Palmer Racing five laps 
and a controversial one-lap penalty 
in the fifth hour. 

The Team LSR entry, sponsored 
by Leo Saede Racing and Manchester 
Honda, and ridden by Scott Lyman 
and Edgar Hinton, took advantage of 
Palmer's misfortune to clinch fourth 
overall. Team LSR's aging Honda 
CB900F made an amazing charge, 
having had no front brake since the 
end of the first hour. Lyman said, 
“We figured this would happen. This 
bike's brakes always go away quickly. 
We tried to make it last by coasting 
through the turns, but using so much 
rear brake sure makes the rear wheel 
hop going into corners.” 

M & M Racing, on the Ontario 
Honda/AGV Yamaha FJ1100 ridden 
by Ben Martinez, Ralph Murphy, 
Linda Murphy and Laura Angas, 
took sixth overall and first Heavy- 
weight Production honors. A very 
elated Martinez said, “We're real 
happy that no one in our class caught 
us. We could do 175, but our new rear 
shock really faded, so we were doing 
20s and 21s." This was only the 
second outing for the team. 

Twenty-two teams finished the race, 
out of 33 starters. Of the non-finishers, 
the “Best Try” award has to go to the 
Freedom Kawasaki-Honda/Parts 
Unlimited/Nelson Gam Beta/Tri- 
City Kawasaki-sponsored Ninja 600 
of Team Wanker. Ridden by Mike 
Murphy, Ken Welty, Dick Blanton 
and Dave Alley, the Wanker entry 
spent 52 of the first 117 minutes in the 
pits fixing clutch and overheating 
problems. Wanker continued pitting 
every five to 10 laps until the sixth 
hour with overheating. Second in 
points in their class coming into the 
race, Wanker team spirits never sank 
despite their problems and a paltry 54 
laps completed. Perhaps their team's 
T-shirt slogan says it best: “Un- 
matched in method-unequalled in per- 
versity-undaunted in defeat-unbear- 
able in victory."

covery of a mineral, to locate and 
purchase. But, the “knowledgeable” 
should have read on in the mining 
law of 1872, contained in 30 USC 22, 
and found out that the rights granted 
by the mining laws shall be “under 
regulations prescribed by law," and 
that those regulations shall be issued 
by the Secretary (43 USC 1201). 

The body of federal mining laws 
begins with the act of 1872. Several 
laws have been passed since then that 
refine the principles of the act. Of 
particular note to the issue of off- 
road riding is the Federal Land Pol- 
icy and Management Act of 1976, 
which states, “In managing the public 
lands the Secretary shall, by regula- 
tion or otherwise, take any action 
necessary to prevent unnecessary or 
undue degradation of the lands." 

Regulations have been published 
that provide for these purposes. They 
are 48 CFR Subpart 3802 — Explora- 
tion and Mining, Wilderness Review 
Program, and 43 CFR Subpart 3809 
— Surface Management. The 3802 
regulations pertain to lands under 
wilderness study. These regulations 
require a BLM approved plan of 
operation for any operations using 
motorized vehicles over other than 
“open use areas and trails.” The 3809 
regulations pertain to lands not under 
wilderness study. In thoseregulations, 
“casual use" may occur without fil- 
ing a notice or plan of operations 
with the BLM. However, ''casual 

e" does not include the use of 
motorized vehicles off existing ways 
or trails. 

The minimum that must be done 
on most public lands is the proper 
filing of a notice prior to any opera- 
tion of motorized vehicles off exist- 
ing ways, trails or routes. Such no- 
tices shall contain the name of the 
operator, a description of the pro- 
posed activity, location in sufficient 
detail to locate the activity on the 
ground, and giving the approximate 
date when such operations will start. 
Notices must be filed at least 15 
calendar days before commencing any 
operations. However, in the Califor- 
nia Desert Conservation Area, any 
such operation of motorized vehicles 
off existing routes or on routes desig- 
nated as “closed” to motorized vehi- 
cles requires a BLM-approved plan 
of operation. BLM has 30 days to 
review a plan before approval or noti- 
fication that changes are necessary 
before operations can begin. 

We hope that this information will 
clarify the issue of how the mining 
laws relate to off-road riding. We 
hope that off-road users will under- 
stand that carrying a “pick and 
shovel” does not exempt them from 
motorized vehicle restrictions. 

We ask that all motorized vehicle 
users, both “knowledgeable” and 
otherwise, cooperate with and respect 
motorized vehicle regulations on the 
public lands.

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Doug Chandier/Jerry Griffith 
“We? ve got to make our own destiny”

The Camel Pro Series reached the halfway point in the 29 race season at Pocono, 
the 15th round of the series. The name at the top of the point standings at that 
time was Doug Chandler, Camel Pro Series Rookie of the Year in 1983, and the 
leader of the young lions chipping away at the armor of the old guard. 

The position at the top of the point standings did not come as a surprise to 
Chandler, 19, or Jerry Griffith, his tuner, mentor and team manager /organizer 
of the Freddie Spencer/SuperTrapp Racing-backed effort. It wasn't totally 
expected either — hoped for and worked hard for, yes, but not totally expected at 
this stage of the season. In fact, in the game plan at the beginning of the season, it 
was Chandler's teammate, Randy Goss, who was expected to be the rider chal- 
lenging for the AMA Grand National Championship title. However, Lady Luck 
has not smiled on Goss and he stands a distant eighth in the standings. 

We caught up with Chandler and Griffith at the Pocono National Road Race, 
two days after Chandler won the Sante Fe National TT and moved to the top of 
the standings. In separate conversations, although they were asked some similar 
questions, the two discussed being on top, what they hope will transpire during 
the rest of the season and a number of other things. 


Doug Chandler 

Did you think you'd be in the point 
lead at this stage of the season? 

Not really. I wanted to keep the pres- 
sure on Bubba (Shobert), but I never 
thought I'd get the lead like I did 
with a win at Santa Fe in the TT 
National. I had it in the back of my 
mind if I did get the point lead I 
wanted to do itata dirt track National. 
The road racing points I scored (38 
through Pocono) were to get close, 
but dirt track is the meat of the season 
and taking it like I did makes me feel 
real good, especially winning and 
taking the lead. 





How did the opportunity to go road 
racing come about? 

It was a quick deal because we got the 
bike just before the Sears Point Na- 
tional. We had been looking for one 
since Daytona, but nothing was avail- 
able. We got the bike — a Honda 
RS500 Wes Cooley raced last year — 
Wednesday before the National that 
coming weekend, put a quick paint 
job on it and were at the track for 
practice on Thursday afternoon. It 
was the first time I'd even put a leg 
over a GP bike. It felt awkward to ride 
at first, but I was lucky and got in a 
lot of practice time which gave me 





confidence. 

I ended up finishing third even 
though I was having problems with 
the front brake. Things were going so 
well before the brake problem I 
thought I would put some pressure 
on Rich Schlachter in second, but 
after the brakes started going away, I 
decided the smart thing was to cool it. 
Jerry Griffith, who tunes my dirt 
trackers and the road racer, and Jim 
Chisholm, a former sponsor of mine, 
went halves on buying the bike for 
me, 

Going road racing has helped me 
out in two ways; it proved to be a 
smart move in adding extra Camel 
Pro Series points to my tally, and it's 
giving me experience I'll be able to 
use in the future. My long-range goal 
is to go to Europe and race the GPs 
like Freddie Spencer and the rest have 
done. 

Even though I've had some good 
finishes and feel pretty comfortable 
on the bike, I' m not letting this con- 
fidence go to my head. I know if I do, 
I'll probably end up crashing and 
that doesn't do anybody any good. 
This is the second season you and 
Jerry have worked together. How did 
the association come about? 

Jerry has helped me out since I was a 
Novice. He gave me two bikes to race 
when I was a Novice, although he 
didn't work on them. When I was a 
Junior, Jerry was working for Honda 





and they didn't have any used 750cc 
equipment at that time, so Jim Chis- 
holm stepped in and bought me a 
Harley-Davidson XR750. He spon- 
sored me on the miles and half miles 
and I rode Jerry's equipment on the 
short track and T Ts. Jim is from Sal- 
inas (California), the same town I'm 
from, and he's always been behind 
my racing. My dad bought me my 
first motorcycle and when it came 
time for another one, he bought it 
from Jim. Ever since then — I was 
about six at the time — Jim has had 
something to do with my racing and 
has stayed with me through moto- 
cross, dirt track and now road racing. 
How does it feel to be on a new team 
with a new teammate? 

I like it really well and I believe it's 
been good for me as an upcoming 
rider because Randy has been in the 
game almost 10 seasons and has been 
National Champion twice. He helps 
me out when I need help and I help 
him out too. It works good and 
there's no friction between us or in 
the team. It's a smooth operation 
which makes it that much better and 
easier to do our jobs. 

Did you set yourself goals at the start 
of this year? 

Yes. The goal this year was to finish 
the season better than I did last sea- 
son. I ended 1984 fifth in the final 
standings so anything better than 
that would meet my goal. What I 
really want to do, as does probably 
any racer, is win the championship. 
If I did this year I'd be one of the 
youngest to win it, since the final 
National of the season is four days 
(September 29) after my 20th birthday. 
How do you see the last half of the 
season shaping up? 

It should be interesting. There are 
two more road race Nationals I can 
ride and there are seven mile Nation- 
als plus some half miles and a TT. I 
think I can run with Bubba, Ricky 
and the rest on the miles. We did in 
the first half of the season, but it 
seemed there was always a problem 
like the chain breaking at San Jose, 
or something going in theengine or a 
wrong tire choice. We learned from 
those problems and have, hopefully, 
cured what engine problems we've 
had. The main thing is to keep the 
program we've got running smooth. 
If there's no friction between anybody 
and the motors stay together then it's 
up to me to do the best I can and 
that's the way I want it. If I lose a race 
or whatever, I want it to be because of 
me and not because something hap- 
pened to the bike. 

Can your machinery hold up to the 
test at the end of the season when 
reliability becomes so critical and the 
title chase might boil down to a fac- 
tory versus non-factory supported 
rider? 

It might be a problem, but if it gets 
toward the end of the season and 
we're still running strong I think 
we'll have plenty of parts and pieces 
and everything will be fresh. The title 
chase is going to be close and that's 
the way it should be. 

How did you develop such a positive 
attitude? 

I guess it goes back to when I rode 
minibikes because I was a dominant 
rider at that time and learned to think 
positive, to go to the track knowing I 
could win. I think to be a champion 
you've got to have that feeling. You 
can tell by looking at a rider whether 
he'scapable of winning or not. You've 
got to have your heart 100 percent 
behind what you do and not let the 
pressure or anything else get to you. 
The pressure messes up a lot of riders 
who haven't had to or haven't learned 
to handle it. 

What's the key to winning the title? 
We have to keep the pressure on 
Bubba. I think we've got pressure on 
him now because we added enough

points on the road race tracks to catch 
him in the standings and then passed 
him at a dirt track. Now, Bubba has 
to come to road race tracks where — 
with the Superbike he's riding — it's 
harder to do business on than the 
Formula One GP bike I ride. Bubba 
has never ridden a GP bike and I 
don't believe Honda would put him 
on one since he hasn't. I feel that 
gives me an edge on the road races, 
but he has much more time on dirt 
tracks than I do and a lot of mile 
National wins so that's his edge. 

I really hated to see Ted Boody slip 
back in the points because it just 
makes things more exciting when 
there are three or four or more riders 
going for it. Who knows what will 
happen in the last half of the season? 
As long as there's a race for the title 
and the championship chase goes 
right to the final National then it's 
good. 

The idea at the beginning of the 
season, Freddie Spencer's idea, was 
for him to win the 500cc World 
Championship and for Randy to win 
the Camel Pro Series title. It's changed 
around a bit, but if we can win titles 
in Europe and here it will be a big 
boost for next year's program. 


Jerry Griffith 

Did you see the team gaining the 
points lead at this point in the season? 
I was hoping for it, although, realistic- 
ally I didn't really see it at this time. I 
knew Doug was capable of doing it, 
but we had a bunch of mechanical 
problems in the early season dirt 
track Nationals and those hurt us in 
the points. 

On theroad race side we were look- 
ing for a bike — a Honda RS500 — 
since Daytona. Freddie Spencer was 
looking for one, as were a number of 
other people. There were bikes avail- 
able in Europe, but they were $35,000 
and we couldn't afford that. This 
RS500, Wes Cooley's former bike, 
came up just as we were getting ready 
to buy a (Honda Interceptor) Super- 
bike. It isn't a brand new bike, but it's 
been reliable and has really done the 
job for us. 

A lot of people told me not to get 
an RS for Doug, but I felt he could 
handle it. He has very good throttle 
control and that's what it takes to ride 
the bike, plus he's got a built-in 
safety factor — he doesn't go out and 
do crazy things. I knew buying a 
Superbike wouldn't have been the 
right move because you can't really 
be in the hunt against the GP bikes 
on one. 

How important is having the point 
lead at this point to the program for 
the rest of the season? 

Ithink it's important because I feel it 











will give Doug more confidence. I 
think he's finally realizing just how 
good he really is. If we can keep the 
equipment under him, then it's up to 
him. He's capable and we've got 
momentum now. It's the unforeseen 
problems or bad luck that you worry 
about. 

It would be nice to think that since 
we're in the lead we could look for- 
ward to bringing in more sponsor- 
ship, but I really doubt it. We're on 
our own, at least that's the way we've 
got to figure it. If we can get some 
additional help, great. 

One thing which is going to help 
us is that we have a new workshop 
right outside the Honda plant in 
Marysville (Ohio). That is going to 
save us a lot by giving usa base in the 
east rather than having things we 
need back in Oakdale (California) 
when the majority of races in the 
final half of the season are back here. 

We may not have enough money to 
race again next year, but we're going 
to give them a heck of a run for the 
title. I've had to dig kind of deep, but 
I'm sure things will come around. I 
think we've got to make our own 
destiny and if we can put together 
everything — and luck plays a big 
factor in that — then we'll come out 
all right. 

I did sell a piece of land I had to put 
more capital into the program. There 
are a lot of reasons, personal reasons, 
we want to win the title. I'm happy 
right now. I don't believe anyone 
took us seriously until Doug won 
Santa Fe, I really don't. I think a lot 
of people are going to find out Doug 
is a lot better racer, a lot smarter and 
cooler racer than they think he is. We 
may not win everything, but everyone 
is going to know we're there. 

I know a lot of people think we're 
getting free parts and help from here 
and there in our program, but it's 
coming out of our pocket right now. 
Freddie helped some and Super Trapp 
helped some, but that money was 
basically gone before we ever got out 
of town. This is the kind of deal 
where we're not really making any- 
thing, but we're doing something we 
want and if we can win the title then 
we should be able to turn it around 
and put together a strong program 
for next season. I missed a number of 
potential sponsors for this season 
because we didn't put together the 
program until very late last year. I've 
been keeping in touch with them and 
they know what we're doing. 

To do something like this, with all 
the work involved, you have to thrive 
on it, you've got to live it 24 hours a 
day. There are times it isn't worth it. 
When you get down, you've got to 
think of winning. e

MONTEREY, CA, JULY 13 

New York-based Team Obso- 
lete took first, second, and 
fourth overall in the sixth round 
of the CVRG’s Championship 


Vintage Series, held in conjunction 
with the AMA Camel Pro Series Na- 
tional at Laguna Seca Raceway. Jeff 
Elghanayan, who races under the 
name Marco Polo, won on Team 
Obsolete’s Accessory Mart/Castrol/ 
Bell/Champion-sponsored 1959 G50 
Matchless tuned by Team Obsolete 
founder Rob Iannucci and Dick 
Mann. Don Vesco rode Team Obso- 
lete’s 1959 Manx Norton to second 
overall, ahead of Crane Racing’s Mal- 
colm Tunstall and his Syd’s Cycles 
Ducati 350. Dr. Dave Kieffer was 
fourth overall, third in the 500c Pre- 
mier class, on Team Obsolete’s 1961 
Matchless G50. 


Right from the beginning of the 
one wave start, Elghanayan, Vesco 
and Kieffer seemed to dominate the 
overall event with two Matchless G50s 
and one short stroke Manx Norton. 
Dave Roper, also of Team Obsolete 
was unable to race due to a broken 
ankle he got while at Sears Point 
National in May. Farther back in the 
500cc class, CVRG regulars battled it 
out on a conglomeration of British 
machines ranging from BSA Gold 
Stars, Velocettes and a couple of Tri- 
umph twins. The highest placing 
going to Tom Rienecker’s Wheel 
Works BSA sixth place. 


As for the 350cc class, Tunstall 
arrived from Florida with his Syd's 
Cycle Ducati Desmo to take third over- 
all and first 350cc when Kieffer went 
down in turn nine. Kieffer did, how- 
ever, recover his G50 and went on to 
finish fourth overall by narrowly 
beating out Geoff McCarthy's 450 
Ducati. The second place 350cc of 
Michael Moore was docked a lap for 
passing under the yellow flag when 
Kieffer went down. 














As Moore put it, “It was one of 
those things, I was already set up to 
pass and going too fast when the yel- 
low came out." The lap was later 
returned, giving Michael second 350 
and a distant llth overall. 

While all this was going on, the 
leaders were lapping traffic at a high 
rate of speed, some doing lap times as 
low as 1:22! 


In the 250cc class, Fred Mork's 
Aermacchi led for eight of the 10 laps 
until his motor went sour, leaving 
Mike Canepa (Duc) a well earned win 
that pushed CVRG points leader Mike 
Green to second on the Hap Jones 
Ducati and John Schmidt third on 
another Ducati. .

Clement tops 
Alvin MX

Mike Clement, riding a 1984 
Yamaha 250, was able to over- 
come extremely high tempera- 
ture and some very stiff compe- 
tition to come out on top of the 250cc 
Pro class at the fourth round of the 
13th Annual Texas Series in Alvin, 
Texas. 

Fatigue played a big factor today as 
many riders either crashed or faded 
out during the 250cc Pro moto.

Kit Vick (Willowbrook Yam) pulled 
aclean get away at the start of the first 
moto and then proceeded to pull 
away from the pack with his fast 
smooth style which has made him a 
force to be reckoned with. 

Behind Vick was a wild pack of 
250cc Pro riders consisting of Mark 
Saxer (House of Wheels), Larry Hugh- 

s (Dirt Track) on a 1985 Husky, 
Ronnie Herrmann (Willowbrook 
Yam) and Rusty Pipes (Team Green). 
Saxer was looking good until a trip 
over the bars on lap three left him out 
for the moto. Pipes then moved into 
second with Herrmann third, Hughes 
fourth and Clement making his way 
up from a bad start to fifth. 

Clement, in his third race this year, 
then got on the gas and started to pass 
everybody in sight, first Hughes then 
Herrmann and finally Pipes. By this 
time, Vick was way out in front and 
in complete control. Clement came 
across second a good distance ahead 
of Pipes and Herrmann. 

Moto two proved to be the real 
thriller of the day. Clement lined up 
on the extreme inside and smoked 
everybody out of the hole and then 
lifted his arm halfway down the start- 
ing line, waving goodbye to the rest 
of the riders. And that’s exactly what 
he did as he led every lap from start to 
finish. Vick grabbed second off the 
start ahead of Jeff Arnold (Pasadena 
Kaw), Pipes and Herrmann. Vick 
tried to stay close to Clement in the 
opening laps but crashed and was out 
for the day. This moved Arnold up to 
second with Pipes in third. 

By this time, the order was Cle- 
ment out alone in first, Arnold a 
secure second, Hermann third, Hugh- 
es fourth and then Pipes and fellow 
Louisianan rider, Mark Mestayer 
(Hon). 

Things stayed fairly calm to the 
end of the moto with Clement taking 
the big win and the overall. Her- 
rmann put in a fine ride for 4-3 and 
second overall. Arnold came around 
in second for the moto, but a first 
moto miscue left him sixth overall. 
Pipes and Mestayer made advance- 
ments around a tiring Hughes giving 
Pipes a 3-4 and third overall. Mes- 
tayer finished the day 6-5 for fourth 
overall. 

Vick completely swept both motos 
in 125cc Proaction as he led every lap 
of both motos, leaving the rest of the 
field to dice over second. Mark Mes- 
tayer, on a borrowed Honda, was 
looking smooth on the small bore 
mount and finished third each time 
out for second overall. Jeff Arnold, 
who rode all three Pro classes claimed 
third, while trying to adjust to his 
125cc after riding an open bike just 
minutes before his 125cc moto. San 
Antonio resident Keith Simmons was 
the only rider to keep Vick in sight 
for a few laps during the second moto 
and finally ended up fourth overall 
with a 5-2 moto score. 

Two of Texas’ most promising rid- 








ers squared off today in the 125cc 
Intermediate class with Dale Stor- 
beck leading the way. Storbeck on a 
very fast D.M.C. prepared Kawasaki 
holeshot both motos. 

In the first moto Storbeck took a 
relatively easy victory with Scott 
Chesser (just returning to racing after 
breaking both wrists) coming up from 
a poor start to finally finish second 
ahead of Galveston Honda rider, Mark 
Gerloff and (Bro Show) Paul 
Chadwick. 

The second moto was a bit differ- 
ent. Looking somewhat like a classic 
Bailey/Glover or Lechien/Johnson 
shoot out, Storbeck once again grab- 
bed the start but this time Chesser 
was hot on his heels.

Records fall at 
Westwood road 
race

WESTWOOD, B.C. CANADA,

The lap record at Westwood 
had stood at one minute, 10.8- 
seconds since 1975 when it was 





set by former F-750 World 


Champion Steve Baker on a factory 
Yamaha. Although many had gotten 
close, the record had remained. But 
all that changed today when Miles 
Baldwin broke the record with a one 
minute, 9.3-second lap in the For- 
mula One class. A crash in that class, 
after an earlier win in the Formula 
Two division, stopped Baldwin from 
taking home the double and it was 
Dale Franklin on a TZ750 Yamaha 
taking the Formula One win. 

In the Formula Two race, Frank- 
lin was the early leader but Baldwin 
soon got by and immediately opened a 
lead over the field.

The Superbike race was a dog- 
fight from the green flag. Ken Stob- 
bart took the lead followed by Gary 
Goodfellow and Rueben McMurter.

In moto one, Stork took the hole- 
shot with Berry, Dave Zuhr, Clint 
Overman and Keenan Greseth right 
behind. On the opening lap Berry 
went out of control on the slick sur- 
face and dropped to last place, but 
with plenty of time to remount and 
charge back to the front. As Stork 
pulled out to a comfortable margin, 
Overman found Zuhr tough to get by, 
but was finally able to nudge his way 
past the Honda pilot for second. As 
Greseth and Danny Hendrikson 
stretched out the top five, Berry began 
to gain on the pack by picking off 
riders each lap. At the end Berry was 
pushing Overman around the race- 
course and motored into second with 
a few laps to go. Time ran out before 
Berry could get close enough to chal- 
lenge Stork for the lead and Stork 
grabbed the checkers well ahead of 
Berry, Overman, Zuhr and Greseth.

Smith takes two at 
D-38 Carlsbad GP

Three-time NationalChampion

AMA D-38 Tankslappers Grand Prix. 
First he took a come-from-behind win 
in the 250cc/Open race and then fol- 
lowed it with a wire-to-wire solo ride 
in the team race. “The track was a 
little dusty, but fun,” Smith said. 


The Tankslappers set up an in- 
credible course which used nearly 
every square inch of the Carlsbad 
Raceway hillsides and had lap times 
pushing over 10 minutes. 


The first race of the day was the 
125cc/Senior/Vet competition. Rob- 
bie Nolan (Kaw) took command early 
on his 125cc bike and pulled out to an 
almost 30 second lead in the first lap 
of the seven mile course. By the end of 
the one-hour race, Nolan had several 
minutes on the second place bike of 
Ron Yonekura (Kaw). Yonekura's 
race was not so easy as he traded pla- 
ces every lap with IVCC’s Jim Tucker 
(Hon) and brother John Yone- 
kura (Kaw). The final positions were 
decided down theasphalt on the final 
lap with Tucker becoming a Kawa- 
saki sandwich at third followed by 
John Yonekura in fourth. “I left my 
desert gearing on and was able to pass 
one of them every lap on the asphalt,” 
stated Tucker. Jim Hawkins took the 
victory in the Vet race followed by 
senior winner, Bill Silverthorn 
(KTM).

Back in the pack, Smith had been 
passing riders at an alarming rate of 
speed while working up to third with 
a little over a lap to go. Conney and 
Ramage rode their best, but they were 
no match for Smith as he blew past 
both riders and into first with less 
than half a lap left. Conney trailed in 
second with Ramage third. 

IVCC's Tom Moen (Yam) took the 
Open class lead early in the race and 
ran uncontested to the finish. Com- 
ing in second was Coast Coatings 
Mark McPerry (Yam) followed by 
Jeff Boyd in third. 

The team race went much smoother 
for Smith as he holeshot the start and 
never looked back. Ramage's bad 
luck continued into this race. After 
running second for four laps, fate 
struck again. “My brake lever just fell 
off.” This ended any chance he had 
for a top finish. Inheriting second 
and holding it to the finish was the 
250cc Kawasaki team of Conney and 
Nolan. Moen took his second win of 
the day in the Open class and third 
overall. This helps him close in on 
current points leader Scott Hatfield 
who teamed with Mark McPerry for 
second open. 

Baja 500 winner, Jim Tucker and 
1985 SCORE number one rider Ed 
Foland proved unbeatable in the 125s 
and took the class win and an incred- 
ible fourth overall, both riding Tuc- 
ker's Honda.
